HERE used to be an old and 

learned professor in Bellevue Hos- 

pital, New York, who was wont 
to say that the two great causes for 
the downfall of man were whisky and 
women. This was the Bellevue point 
of view. For, mind you, Bellevue is 
situated east of First avenue and runs 
full to the river front. Here, close 
by the swirling waters of the East 
River, are the pavilion for the in- 
sane, the alcoholic’ ward and the 
morgue. Here is the end of the pace

ing maniac in the pavilion for the in- 


ard in the alcohclic ward, and some- 
times the. bloated face and the

swollen body 
But always the 


floating with the tide. 
long and narrow compartment under 
the vaulted dome of the morgue, the 
city’s great safe deposit of the dead. 

Over in Fifth avenue they say it 
is wine and women. But in First 
avenue it is whisky and women. Some 
of the victims have gone both courses. 
They have had their wine and women 
in Fifth avenue and their whisky and 
women in First avenue. By no possi- 
bility, however, did any man going 
the pace that kills take the irst- 
avenue course and follow it with the 
Fifth-avenue course. The descent 
from Deimonico’s and the Waldorf- 
Astoria to the Olive Tree inr and 
the Municipal Lodging-house for 
Homeless Men is always casy and often 
quick, but there is no ascent in the 
pace that kills. 

ONE WHO HAD GONE THE PACE. 

One day I went into the alcoholic 
ward in Bellevue Hospital and saw 
there a woman whom I had known 
when men courted her as an acknow!l- 
edged belle in the highest society and 
whom the world had subsequently ac- 
cepted as an actress of talent on the 
metropolitan stage. She was suffer- 
ing from an aggravated case of what 
First avenue calls the jimmies.” 
From sparkling wine at diplomatic 
dinners in the nation’s capital to late 
suppers in Broadway in New York 
City, to habitual drunkenness, to con- 
sequent immoral recklessness, to 
opium, to a place in the alcoholic 
ward, a charge upon the city’s char- 
ity, were the successive evolutions of 
her pace that killed. 

There she lay, a shatt wreck; 
her beauty gone, her keen intellect- 
uality eclipsed and all the charms that 
had brought men to her feet vanished. 
Just the ugly hull of a woman whose 
mind was besotted and whose soul 
was dead. Every effort was made to 
help her, and she finally recovered 

clently to go out of the hospital. 
But it was only to come back again 
drunker, if possible, more depraved 
and more hopeless than ever. She had 
gone the pace that kills. She had 
fallen at the end borne down by the 
inevitable result.

There is always somebody on Fifth 
avenue attracting the attention of the 
town by exploits in fast living. There 
are money galore and feasting an! 
frolic and the high-headed seif-pride 
in the hallucination that the pace can 
be gone without the killing. The well- 
trained habitués of Delmonico’s, who 
always keep the curb on, raise their 
eyebrows in temporary interest. The 
motley crowd at the Waldorf-Astoria 
stares as at another exhibit of the cir- 
cus. The painted frequenters of the 
upper Broadway restaurants chatter 
and gossip over their midnight sup- 
pers about the star. But Bellevue 
waits in silence. It knows nothing 2 
what is doing on Fifth venue 
Broadway. It hears nothing of the 
feasts, the froltes or the follies. It 
cares nothing for the wine or the wo- 
men or the song. It just waits, cer- 
tain that in the end it will get what 
is left after Fifth avenue and all the 
intermediate steps between that aris- 
tocratic thoroughfare and First ave- 
nue have been gone over by the vic- 
tim of the pace that kills.

In the 
parlance of the race track, it “plays 
no favorites.“ The race is open to all 
comers, and no question is raised as 
to pedigree, age or previous perfor- 
mance.

He can go the long 
course or the short course, over the 
flat or the hurdle, as he chooses. The 
only condition imposed is that he 
shall keep at it, and in the end the 
prize shall be his. For to everyone 
that goes the pace that kills and

The department of public charities 
of the city of New York is the dump- 
ing ground of the refuse humanity of 
the second greatest city in the world.

the idiot, the epil _ the paralytic, 
the insane. Hund of these come 
every day. The wate of the public 


charities te always open, and no one 
is refused. Each day, too, is gath- 
ered the city’s dead. From the riv- 
ers, from secluded corners cof the 
parks, from little rooms in obscure 
hotels and from meager apar.ments 
of poor tenements are gathered day 
after day those to whom life was not 
worth living or whose end came in 
such poverty that their only chance 
of interment was the potter's field. 

It is grewsome fruit, and, lying 
there, one above the other in the com- 
partments of the morgue, each corpse 
is the dumb witness of some lite 
tragedy, some driving on to death 
from which in the end there was no 
escape. If one were to take from this 


and trace them through all the steps 
that brought them to the morgue, one 
would find that directly or indirectly 
the end was due to the pace that 
kills.

There 
is always the fool to be par:ed from 
his money and there is always that 
impetuosity of temperament that 
must be periodicaliy appeased 
whether it manifests itself in drink 
or gambling or any other form of 
dissipation. But statistics will show, 
I believe, that urban peoples are bet- 
ter today than at any other period in 
the world’s history.

As I said before, the germ of degen- 
eracy works in all kinds of people 
and under all kinds of condit ons. 
But with the advance of civilization 
there has come a conviction on the 
part of students of municipal govern- 
ment that in municipal government 
attention is given rather to effect 
than to cause. New York City spends 
princely sums of money in taking care 
of criminals and paupers. It should 
pay more attention to the causes of 
crime and poverty. It is better to re- 
move the cause of illness than to take 
care of a person suffering from an 
iliness as the effect of thet cause. 
It is better to prevent a man from 
becoming a criminal than to lock him 
up after he has committed a crime. 
TO IMPROVE HEALTH AND 

MORALS, 

Municipal government should not 
only remove temptation as far as 
possible from the weak, but it should 
work for clean environment of its 
people. It should reform the dwell- 
ings of its poor. It should regulate 
its tenements, as well as its gambling 
houses and dens of vice. Not that the 
morals of the tenement are naturally 
worse than the morals of the mansions, 
but that in an overcrowded tenement 
there are more dark places in which 
crime and filth can find a foothold 
than In the mansion. Give all the peo- 
ple light and air and sunshine and 
their morals will improve with their 
health’. Crime hates the light. With 
cleaner places to live in and cleaner 
environment for,all the people, there 
would be less use for hospitals and 
prisons. The pace that kills would 
still continue, but to the wheels of 
the chariot of the fool that goes it 
there would be chained fewer vic- 
tims, and there would also be fewer 
fools to emulate his example.

OUNG DOCTOR NOT 
T0 BE PROSECUTED. 


EVIDENCE NOT SUFFICIENT TO 
WARRANT JURY TRIAL. 
— — 

Preliminary Examination of “Dr.” 
Justin K. Toles, Accused of Criminal 


Assault on Miss Edna Reynolds, Re- 
sults in His Discharge. 


“Dr.” Justin K. Toles, who ad- 
mits that he is not an M. D., and hase 
no right to the title, may congratu- 
late himself on being free from a mest 
unsavory predicament. His prelim- 
inary examination on a charge of 
criminal assault on the person of 
pretty Edna Reynolds, while under 
anesthetics, concluded yesterday, after 
the doctor told his story, and he was 
discharged. 

The Township Court was crowded 
to overflowing with curious idlers, who 
are never so happy as when vora- 
clously mouthing succulent morsels of 
pruriency. 

The defendant's defense was an alibi, 
coupled with positive denials of all 
the charges made by the young lady, 
whose pitiful condition makes her an 
object of much sympathy, in spite 
of her gauzy story. As the “doctor” 
oy his testimony, he wus flushed, 

ut cool-headed, 

Toles is a young man and han 
some. He said he first met Miss Rey- 
nolds in May, 1899. since which time 
he had seen her not to exceed five 
times. He admitted giving her a phys!i- 
cal examination in November, when 
she called and asked for a private in- 
terview, but he denied that he met 
her on the street, asked her to his of- 
fice, ve her any dranght, or was 
criminally intimate with her. Her 
examination, he said, did not require 
to exceed twenty-five minutes, and 
took place in the middle of an after- 
noon, between two other appoint- 
ments. 

As to the time from February 17 to 
March 9, the doctor“ testified that 
most, if not all, of it, was spent at 
Hotel Palms on South Broadway, in 
attendance upon a woman friend, suf- 
fering from a nervous and mental col- 
lapse, who was in the care of a nurse, 
named Miss Crooks. The complaining 
witness, Mies Reynolds, had sworn 
that she thoutht she had heen as 
saulted on February 25, and she was 
sure she had been on March 5, on both 
oceasions in the Toles office. The 
“doctor” denied that he had seen her 
at all at these times, and also denied 
that he had given her terrible medi- 
cine, mercurial salve or ugly brown 


pills, or that he knew anything about |

“MARGIN” TRADING. 
SUGGESTIONS FOR ADOPTION. 
The first step toward the inaugura- 

tion of “margin” trading of the local 
stock exchange was taken yesterday. 
At a special meeting of the exchange 
the proposed change was. discussed, 
and the report of the committee that 
has been investigating the matter was 
read. The adoption of the report, 
which is as follows, will be voted on 
at a meeting called for next Friday 
morning, after the regutar call: 
“It is proposed to transact business 
in three accounts, name, ‘seller regu- 
lar,’ ‘first account,’ which is deliver- 
able only during the month following 


ond account,’ which is eeliverable only 
during the second month following 
Ahat in which the trade is made. 
Zach broker shall use a trading 
card er memorandum book, upon which 
he shall keep a record of all trades 
made, and all trades shall be put 
through the clearinghouse on the new 
sheets provided for that purpose, and 
in addition each broker shall accom- 
pany his sheet with a memorandum 
of all open trades, also made on 
sheet already furnhisned. The 
sheets and checks mest be 
clearinghouse by 3:30 p.m., 
day the transactions are made; being 
subject to a fine of $5 if late. In case 
of failure to comply it shall be the im- 
perative and bounden duty of the clear- 
inghouse manager to announce such 
failure to the exchange, and at. once 
to proceed to close all open trades on 
the market for the benefit of such de- 
faulting members’ creditors. 

“In cuse of profits o: withdrawal of 
deposits the sheets showing moneys 
due members shall be accompanied by 
drafts, which shall be ready for dis- 
tribution not later than 4:30 p.m. the 
same day. 

“A separate sheet shall be used for 
each account, ‘regular, ‘first account’ 
or ‘second account.’ 

“When the trading done leaves a 
member long or short on the market 
be is required to protect only the 
amount long or short, at the following 
rate: One cent a share, same to be 
kept intact on both sices until said 
trades are closed. 

The settling price for each day is 
the price of the last transaction in the 
various stocks. In case of no transac- 
tion the caller shall have the power to 
name the settling price, and all trades 
shall daily pay or. collect to the settling 
price. 

“Certificates of stock may be de- 
posited in lieu of cash, to protect short 
sales. 

“Upon the maturity of contracts, and 
when stock is to be deiivered to the 
clearinghouse to fill short sales, it must 
be done by 3 o'clock on each business 
day,' and it will be tne duty of the 
clearinghouse manager to have checks 
ready for same by 4 o'clock of same 
day. 

“One thousand shares shall consti- 
tute a board lot of al: stocks of the 
par value of $1. 

“Brokers long of stdék in clearing- 
house shall be requirea to have check 
ready for any delivery of stock by 1 
o'clock the same day of delivery. 
“The commission shall be K cent a 
share on original contracts for round 
trade on account trading.“

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
MACHINERY IN RUSSIA. Russia 
is awakening to the use of electricity: 
various cities, from Odessa, on the 
Black Sea, to Vladivostok, on the Pa- 
cific, are inviting estimates on trolley 
systems and electric lighting. An in- 
stance of progress along this line is 
reported by a writer in a recent Engi- 
neering Magazine, who declares that 
he has stopped at Russian hotels, 
which have ordered out the French in- 
candescent plant, to be replaced by the 
more reliable, up-to-date American 
system. Only recently the city of 
Odessa gave an American firman order 
for the piping for the construction of 
her sewerage system. Discussing the 
subject at length, this writer observs 
that the English, following the ex- 
ample of the Germans, have gone 
about the work of securing Russian or- 
Gers in a business-like Manner. They 
ublish a Ruesian business paper at 
oscow, and give purchasers six 
months or a year in which to settle 
— bilis. American business men 
deem content to rely on the exertions 
of the various consular agents, for it 
fs only through the influence of their 
Minister at St. Petersburg that any 
ogress has been made toward hold- 
the proposed machinery exhibit in 
St. Petersburg next summer. With 
the exception . of France, other 
foreign Nations seem to have 
the importance of Rus- 
sian fairs, cepecially that of Nijni 
Nowgorod. as a means of introducing 
what they have to sell. At Nijni 
Novgorod more than 340,000,000 change 
hands annually.

TERMINAL ISLAND. 
MANY NEW PLEASURE CRAFT. 

TERMINAL ISLAND, April 17.— 
{Regular Correspondence] An active 
interest in sailing events is promtircd 
for the coming season. A number of 
pleasure craft are in the stream or on 
the ways nearly ready for launchin, 
and others, which have not been seen 
here in past seasons, are expected to 
be in the Terminal squadron for the 
umme. The new craft mark a di:- 
tinct change from the types whica 
were nearly the only ones in use about 
here three or four years ago. 

The new boats are of the “knock- 
about” type, which has of late come 
into general use on the Atlantie Coast. 
Among the distinctive features are 
metal keels, self-baling cockpits and 
overhanging bows. The earlier boats 
of that type were built for wealthy 
men’s sons, and were designed for 
both speed and safety. As they carry 
less sail than other models of corre- 
sponding sizes they are easier and 
safer to handle. It was found that 
boats of the “knockabout” model pos- 
sessed great speeding qualities in spite 
of the fact that they carried less gail. 
That discovery led to modifications of 
the type, so that many boats more 
speedy, but not so safe, were built. 

Those which will skim over the 
waters of this vicinity combine both 
safety and s There is more of 
the boat, according to the water-line 
length, than in most of the other 
types. 
A number of new launches have been 
added to the local fleet of power 
craft. A scheme to have a parade of 
launches some time in the coming sea- 
son is being planned. It is proposed to 
have an afternoon event, in which the 
boats may ply up and down the inner 
harbor, and in which prizes may be 
awarded to the best decorated craft. 
A similar, parade of illuminated boats 
for the evening of the same day is con- 
templated. It is not likely that it will 
be attempted to have the parades on 
a holiday or Sunday, when the boat- 
men would not want to divert their 
craft frem the regular passenger 
trade,

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EX-MAYOR CARLSON SUDDENLY 
DEPARTS FOR NEW YORK. 


— — — — 


Failed to Explain His Plan for Build- 
ing a Road to Yuma and Got No 
Franchises—Spirited Rivalry for Sub- 
ordinate City Offices. - 


SAN DIEGO, April 17.—{Regular 
Correspondence. } The sudden de- 
parture of ex-Mayor W. H. Carison, 
the ploneer railroad promoter of this 
section, has left the people gucssing. 
Mr. Carlson arrived in San Diego 
Monday noon, from Cuba, where he 
is United States Commissioner. of 
Railroads. He announced that he 
had ample capital for a railroad be- 
tween San Diego and Yuma, the city 
being asked to grant certain  fran- 
chises along the water front, together 
with rights of way in the desert. He 
proclaimed that he would put in all 
his sixty days’ leave of absence in the 
interest of the proposition, and that 
if sufficient encouragement was given 
he would stop longer. 

Mr. Carison was to appear before 
the Committee on Railroads of the 
Chamber of Commerce this morning 
and before the first meeting of the 
City Council, tor the purpose of un- 
folding his plans. Yesterday afternoon 
he went to Los Angeles, whence he 
wired his family that he had been sum- 
moned to New York, and that possibly 
he might be unable to get back before 
the expiration of his vacation. And 
now the people who have been get- 
ti up railroad steam are wondering 
3 they are ant. There are - 
ple who say “i told you so,” and t 
who intimate that the Southern Pa- 
cific management is interested in 
Carison’s railroad building. They re- 
call that once upon a time when Carl- 
son had been given the water-front 
franchise ord ‘tis railroad bullding had 
been nipped in the bud by injunction 
proceedings brought by the Santa F. 
that the local railroad promoter was 
thereupon welcomed to the Southern 
Pacific fold, and made paymaster of 
the road. Mr. Carlson left no word 
as to his going, even his family and 
closest friends professing to be ig- 
norant as to the cause of his sudden 
leave-taking. There are those who be- 
lieve that the Southern Pacific is com- 
ing in here. They reply to the quota- 
tion of Mr. Huntington, to Father 
Horton, during the Scott-Huntington 
railroad controversy, i. e., The time 
will come when the owls will roost in 
the attic of the Horton House,” that 
times have changed since Mr. Hunt- 
ington died. 

However, now that Mr. Carlson has 
gone, public attention is again directed 
to the Col. Machen project.
